EDITORIAL COMMENT 


WE TOLD YOU 


A LL things do not conic to him who waits, 


hut some things come sometimes. 


The country is shocked at the startling revela- 


tions of the methods of certain great insurance 
companies with headquarters in New York. New 
York City is stunned ; some of its chiefest idols 
arc broken, confidence falters and interest goes 
up. Some western men are malicious enough to 
say: "1 told you so." \Vhy? 
(localise those in- 


surance thieves are the men who were foremost in 
shouting "wnuul money" a dozen years ago. A 
little group of them, not twenty in all, worked up 
the conspiracy which caused the demonetization 
of silver when the government, states, cities and 
individuals owed quite six thousand millions of 
dollars. 
T.y the act, they reduced the value of 


all 
property except 
gold and 
interest-bearing 


securities one-half, as measured by gold. 
They 


doubled the value of the gold and the interest- 
bearing securities, by reducing the property val- 
ues of the land 50 per cent. When they had done 
that and the people began to clamor because of 
the robbery and the unparalleled burdens placed 
upon them, then those cormorants put on an in- 
jured look and bewailed the apparent dishonesty 
of men yvho demanded that "the dishonored sil- 
ver dollar" be restored. 
And the great toady 


press of the east pointed to those financial giants, 
those stem advocates of common honesty, those 
superb financiers, who would save the western 
inflationists against themselves, and would restore 
the country to financial sanity. As a last device 
they precipitated the panic of '03. and with Gro- 
ver Cleveland to help them—Grover Cleveland 
who was elected on a platform dmanding silver 
rO.nnnetization—they finally destroyed half the 
real money of the world and left the land a re- 
proach and the pity of poor old .Mexico. 


Tens of thousands of men were ruined, bliss- 


ness was paralyzed, nearly all railroads were in 
the hands of receivers, and a procession of 250.- 
ooo tramps was the most sinister picture ever 
shown to the country.
